The first. < lass includes smallpox, 
cholera, typhus fever 
and 
yellow 
fever. 
This-* diseases are attended 
by a high rate* of mortality and are so 
rapidly spread that it is necessary to 
carefully a n i promptly isolate those 
who suffer fr en them. 
In tin1 second class are diphineria, 
scarletina, 
measles 
and 
varicella. 
These diseases are not regarded gen­ 
erally in as serious a light as those 
of tin* first class, but the fact is that 
tho complications 
and 
sequels 
of 
these latter eiseasos are so serious 
that they involve a large mortality, 
and should receive grave considera­ 
tion whenever they appear. 
Segrega­ 
tion should be the rule with them. 
W e find iii the third 
class 
such 
diseases as tuberculosis and typhoid 
fever. 
These diseases are not as 
readily spread as those of the first 
and second class, but it is neverthe­ 
less important that m eans be taken 
to prevent, their extension, and while 
it is not commonly thought necessary 
to enforce so strict a quarantine iii 
diseases of 
lie third class as in dis­ 
eases of tin* first and second cl iFses, 
care must be taken at all times to 
prevent the spread of Infection by 
discharges from the excretory organs 
and the nose and mouth. 
These dis­ 
charges should lie destroyed as soon 
as possible and not allowed to come 
in contact with the person or effects. 
They should not be accessible to ani­ 
mals or insects.—Missouri State Med­ 
ical Association.

fairs. when The truth of the matter 
is the blame lies with the parents, 
whose children have been mildly af- 
f* cted. and who. on account of finan­ 
cial conditions, or for various other 
reasons, have not consulted a physi­ 
cian and permitted their children to 
r* turn to school, thereby infecting 
dozens of other children.

For a num ber of years the depart­ 


ment of agriculture has been trying 


lo find a vegetable th at would be as 


staple in the southern states as the 


potato is in the north. 
T he potato 
n o p in the southern states comes 


tarly and is practically ever by July 


or August and 
the

throughout the year. 
Consequently 
t*>e southern menu is apt to depend 
too much upon corn pone and bacon. 
It is now thought, however, that the 
cultivation of an 
exotic 
called 
da 
sheen will solve the difficulty. 
The dasheen is a vegetable from 
■he tropics, being 
native 
especially 
of Central America, and 
it can be 
used in so many ways, and 
can be 
raised with so little difficulty th a t it 
promises within a few years to be­ 
come one of the staple food articles 
of the country. At a recent banquet 
cf the National Geographical socie­ 
ty held in W ashington, th e dasheen 
was given a prom inent place on the 
m enu and was highly commended by 
those in attendance. It is now being 
raised in considerable quantities as 
far north as the Carolinas, although 
it is in Florida th at it has achieved 
its highes success, since a half acre 
connected with th e Brookville expe­ 
rim ent station in that state last year 
vielded 225 bushels of dasheens. 
It 
lr. believed that there are thousands 
of acres of wet lands in the southern 
states which can be utilized in da- 
fheen cultivation, 
thus 
adding ma­ 
terially to the food supply of the na­ 
tion. The tuber m atures in August or 
Septem ber, or even later in some or 
the states, and in th e localities un 
rn fleeted by frost m ay be left in the 
ground without injury 
during 
the 
w inter months. 
Tn appearance the dasheen plant is 
sim ilar to the elephant e a r or caladi­ 
um which is so widely cultivated as 
r.r ornam ental plant. Its tubers are 
also sim ilar to th at of the caladium 
and they grow in large clusters be­ 
neath the ground. Some of these tu­ 
bers are as much as six 
inches in 
diam eter, although they will probab­ 
le vary as much in size as the ordi­ 
nary Irish potato. 
T he flesh of the 
tuber is sim ilar to th a t of the pota­ 
to when cooked, although it is apt to 
be somewhat gray or violet in color.

This latest 
irdhod of needlework on the human 
body was demonstrated in an ojKru- 
tion for removing a malignant tumor 
on the stomach. 
The new fangled sewing machine 
iii vented by Hueltel looks like a pol­ 
ished nickel cylinder a foot and a 
.half long by four inches thick. 
It 
u^ed tirst to clamp tile stomach 
and a loop of the intestine together. 
Then the tumor was removed and 
part of the 
stomach 
opening 
was 
stitched, leaving as large an opening 
*»s th,ere would be 
in 
a 
garment 
where the sleeve was to go on. 
The intestine was then stitched to 
the stomach opening 
with 
tile ma­ 
chine in a nice double row of leak 
proof stitches. 
The 
device 
drew 
much interest and 
admiration from 
the visiting surgeons, who crowded 
the clinic. 
Another demonstration of delicate 
needlework 
on 
living 
tissue, 
this 
time by hand, 
was 
given 
by 
Dr. 
Alexia Carrel, who received the No­ 
bel prize. 


At the Rockefeller Tnstffute 
Dr. 
Carrel gave three demonstrations of 
the suturing of blood vessels. 
This 
consists in sewing together Bepart - 
od blood vessels each about as wale 
as a match stick is thick. When on* 
considers that .his little job requires 
Hie sewing 
of 
a 
row' 
of stitches 
around the rim of something Ilk* a 
thin straw*, he sees 
at 
once that I! 
requires some proficiency 
wBn the 
needle. 
Put Dr. Carrel has been practicing 
so long 
on 
stitching 
together the 
veins of animals, which are smaller 
than the veins of humans, th a* lie is 
expert at the work. 
Rut I e has to 
use a pair of magnifying glisses and 
extraordinarily thin needles 
a; 
he 
works. 
A combination of 
the 
X-r tv and 
cinematograph was demonstrated by 
Dr. Lewis Gregory Cole to show’ to 
an audience of visiting surgeons the 
action and appearance of the stom­ 
ach and intestines 
during digestion. 
Bismuth, which shows up opaque rn 
in X ray photograph, was introduced 
into the stomach of a patient. 
As 
this 
substance 
moved down 
along 
the stomach and the intestines 
its 
presence and passage 
were marked 
on the 
X ray 
photographs, 
which 
were taken 
at 
frequent, 
intervals, 
thus showing the digestive canal in 
action. 
One of the most interesting exhib­ 
its for the visiting surgeons is shown 
at tho Cornell Medical college. In a 
series of demonstrations, Prof. John 
F. Murlin is showing “the headless 
cat” as the subject of physiological 
experiment. 
It 
is declared possible 
to keep headless cats alive for sev­ 
eral days if necessary. In the expert­ 
n e s s that are being carried on at 
present it is rarely necessary to keep 
them alive longer than twelve hours. 
The purpose of the experiment is to 
study the reflexes 
of 
the nervous 
system.
